The Knights of Labor Ask Only for the 
Recognition of Their Organization—A Con- 
ference Sought, but Refused — Statements 
Made About the Trouble by Messrs. Hoxie 
and Gould Which Are at Variance with 
the Facta—Something About the Grievances 
Which Have Been Pigeon-Holed. 


The strike is nowten days old. Over five. 
thousand miles of railroad are at rest. Busi- 
ness is at a standstill. Individuals and com-. 
munities are complaining. And the end is 
not near. 

Whois reaponsible for this state of things? 

What is the strike about? 

How can it be settled? 

Here are three questions that are easily an- 
swered, and yet it would be safe to say that 
thousands have never given the questions a 
thought or cared to seek any other explana- 
tion than that which appears upon the surface 
of the trouble. . 

There is a very general impression that the 
Knights of Labor struck work, and have re- 
fused to return to their shops, because the 
Texas & Pacific officials resisted a demand 
for the reinstatement of a discharged employe 
named Hall, who worked in the shop at Mar- 
shall, Tex.; and the railroad companies have 
done and are still doing their utmost to spread 
and cement that opinion in the public mind, 
because, where itis accepted it makes senti- 
mentin the companies’ fuvor, and does that 
much harm to the cause of the striking 
Knights. 

It is an erroneots impression, however, and 
the sentiment that is based upon itis mis- 
placed. 

Anybody who goes below the surface of the 
strike and seeks a solution ofthe three ques- 
tions asked above, will arrive at a very differ- 
ent impression from that which the railroad 
companies would convey to the public. 

This trouble has a history thatis worth look- 
ing up. Let us see what there is in it. 0 

Who is responsible for the strike? 

The railroad officials point to the Knights ot 
Labor and say: ‘‘There are the men who have 
throttled traffic, who have taken the life out 
of business and brought about the chaos and 
ruin that you are looking upon. There they 
are. They quit work because we discharged 
an employe, who deserved his discharge, but 
happened to be a Knight of Labor; and now, 
because we insist on our right to remove an 
offending employe 20,000 men revolt and say 
we shall not be allowed to run our business. 

„This is their only grievance,’’ say the 
railroad companies. If they have other 
grievances we have never heard of them. 
Thie strike is for Mr. Hall and for nothing 
else,” is, | 

Mr. Hoxie says" heard of any other 
grievance and that what he has heard is no 
grievance at all, because the offense against 
Mr. Hall was committed by the Texas & 
Pacific, which isinthe hands of the United 
States Courts, and therefore beyond the juris- 
diction of the Moloch whose High Priest of 
the West he is—Mr. Jay Gould. 

Mr. Gould himself in an interview first pub- 
Hshedin the Post-DispaTcoH of Monday, in- 
sists that there is no justification for the strike. 

He allows a cross-eyed smile of Oriental in- 
nocence to play athwart his features and 
blandly says: * 

„We had acceded to all the demands which 
had been made upon us by our employes and 
were supposed to be working in harmony with 
them.“ 

Mr. Gould must have insulted his little soul, 
a la Pooh-Bah, with a very considerable bribe 
of india rubber to reconcile its elasticity with 
the s ling discrepancy between the facts 
which he ought to have known and the fiction 
to which he was giving expression. 

Not only now, but heretofore, Mr. Hoxie and 
Mr. Gould have stated that the Knights of 
Labor had no grievance except the discharge 
of Mr. Hall and that it they have any grievances 
they have never presented them. 


The Knights say THIS IS A LIE. 

They say, too, thatthere can be only one 
object for the publication of such a statement, 
and that object is to mislead and misimpress 

the public. 

The discharge of Mr. Hall precipitated the 
strike. That is true. 

But why was Hall discharged? And was the 
discharge meant to do injury to Mr. Hall alone, 
or was it a fling of defiance, a red rag of insult 
shaken in the faces of the Gould system’s al- 
ready misused and disrespected employes? 

Was it not a gage flung at the feet of the 
Knights of Labor by an opponent that had 
been gathering strength for the conflict, and 
that had intrenched itself, as it thought, be- 
hind the courts where it could do much harm 
to others, but receive no harm to itself? 

The Knights of Labor take the stand that 
the fight was forced upon them and that it was 
conceived inthe manner here indicated and 
surrounded with the preparations here sug- 


gested for the purpose of making one grand 
and vigorous effort for the subjugation of 


labor and the oppression of their order. 

The discharge of Hall was only a drop in the 
bucket. 

It waa not a violation of one man’s rights 
but of the rights of 20,000. 

IT WAS A VIOLATION OF THE AGREEMENT 
entered into after the strike of March, 1885, 
part of which agreement was to the effect that 


‘no Knight should be discharged without a fair 


and thorough investigation of his case. 

Mr. Hall was discharged on the spot, without 
a word of explanation. 

But that was not all; there were other griev- 


ances. 
‘The Gould system was not working in har - 
mony with its employes—and if Mr. Gould did 


not know it, the fault was Mr. Hoxie's, for 


Mr. Hoxie knew it all along. 
Mr. Hoxie had certain grievances present- 
ed to him last September. 
This he cannot deny. 
Mr. M. H. Palmer,then a member of the Dis-

absence of Mr. Hoxie, left them with Mr. 


's chief clerk. 

w, Mr. Hoxie’s chief clerk does not repre- 
sent Jay Gould; neither does he represent any 
part of the railroad company.

Once Mr. Palmer was told that Mr. Hoxie 
was not in. 

The second time he called he was told Mr. 
Hoxie was so busy that he would not be able 
to see him, and no time could be named when 
Mr. Palmer might be able to see Mr. Hoxie. 

There the matter ended, and there it might 
have been at rest ever since it the new indig- 
nity had not been added. 

Among the grievances which Mr. Palmer pre- 
sented were two that Mr. Hoxie could hardly, 
even with his large ability to forget, have al- 
lowed to escape his memory. 

One of these was a violation of the agree- 
met of March, 1885, by the failure of the rall- 
road company to restore, as that agreement 
provided, the wages of employes to the figures 
paid prior to September, 1884, and twenty-five 
or thirty cases were cited where men were not 
receiving the pay to which they were entitled. 

The r grievance was a demand of $1.50a 
day fomall unskilled labor employed on the 
Gould 

Thosé papers are now ocoupying dust-garn- 
ished pigeon-holes in Mr. Hoxie’s private 
office, or else they have been long ago con- 
signed to Mr. Hoxie’s waste-basket. 

It Mr. Gould never heard of these griev- 
ances, his otherwise faithful servant, Mr. 
Hoxie, has not been as loyal to him as the 
chief clerk of the local office has been to Mr. 
Hoxie. 

Will Mr, Hoxie’s chief clerk deny that Mr. 
Palmer filed those papers with him? 

Will Mr. Hoxie’s chief clerk deny that he, 
as he was in duty bound, turned those griev- 
ance papers over to Mr. Hoxie? 

Will Mr. Hoxie deny that he received them? 

Will thé visits of Mr. Palmer, the authorized 
representative of the Knghts of Labor, be 
denied? 

Then what use did Mr. Hoxie make of the 
papers, beyond paying no attention to them? 

In failing to notify Mr. Gould, he has been 
unfaithful to his King and master. 

In failing to give them the recognition which 
they deseryed—coming as they did from the 
sovereign of the world’s sinews—he was dis- 
loyal to the public whose trusted servant 
he is. 

If Mr. Gould, then, is innocent, is not Mr. 
Hoxie r nsible? 


But . isnot all. The griévances of the 
of Labor were laid before Mr. Hoxie 
on another occasion. 

ON FRIDAY, JANUARY 15, of the present 
year, Messrs. Ph. Martin Irons of Sedalia, M. 
D. Mahony of De Soto, Eicky of Palestine, 
Tex., Tom Barnett of Palestine, Tex., and J. 
L. Lyman of the International & Great North- 
ern, all members of the District Executive 
Board, met Méssrs. Hoxie and Kerrigan in the 
Superintendent’s office in the Gould building, 
and there and then submitted a list of griev- 
ances which MM been drawn up at the con- 
. ‘ntion held in Lightstone’s Hall the preced- 
ing week. s 

The same grievances, with few exceptions, 
have singe been given to the public as the 
statement ot Chairman Irons of the Executive 
Board, in nee to the printed circular of 
Mr. in which he said the Knights had

published statement refer to transportation 
for the Knights and their representatives, who 
asked that a uniform rate of 1 cent per mile 
be established for them in place of giving them 
passes, and to charges against Master Me- 
chanic Newell of Kansas City. 

At Mr. Hoxie’s request the transportation 
clause was eliminated, he saying that he would 
be only too happy to give the Knights passes 
whenever they were needed. 

The charges against Newell were examined; 
they consisted of complaints concerning the 
Master Mechanic’s offensive manner of deal- 
ing with his men, often cursing and swearing 
at them, and borrowing money from them on 
fifty years’ notes. 

Mr. Bartlett of this city made the first fhves- 
tigation, which resulted in Mr. Newell’s favor; 
but on Thursday, February4, the Missouri 
Pacific officials took a special car to Kansas 
City and investigated for themselves, they 
finding Newell guilty and removing him from 
his position on Saturday, February 6. 

Another grievance, presented to Messrs. 
Hoxie and Kerrigan on January 15, related to 
increasing the pay of apprentices, and that 
particular grievance the gentlemen then 
promised to give their special attention. 

There were twelve other grievances, all re- 
lating to pay but one, which provided for the 
fair trial of employes before discharging 
them. 

According to Mr. Irons’ report, the ‘‘ac- 
cused party was to selecttwo persons to as- 
sist in cOnducting the defense, and the officer 
of the company in immediate charge of the 
department in which the accused is employed 
Was to be allowed to select two persons to as- 
sist in conducting the prosecution, and the 
accused was to be tried before three disinter- 
ested parties, to be selected in the following 
manner: The parties assisting in the defense 
to select one and the parties assistingin the 
prosecution one, and the two thus selected 
choose the third. The accused must be al- 
lowed to remain at work until the charges are 
either disproved or substantiated.’’ 

These are the statements which the Knights. 
make regarding their grievances, and they are 
in flat contradiction of Mr. Hoxie’s and Mr, 
Gould's statements. 

If what the Knights say is true, and most 
likely it is, there are other and far more se- 
rious questions than the discharge of Mr. Hall 
involved in the present strike. 

Have not Mr. Hoxie and Mr. Gould fostered. 
and nurtured the germs of this trouble by re- 
fusing attention to the complaints of their em- 
ployes, and will not the people hold them ac- 
countable? 

What have they done? Turned a deaf ear to 
all entreaties and forced their employes to the. 
move which was finally made. 

And what are they now trying to do? To rob 
the Knights of Labor of their prestige and 
tear from them their rights. 

How are they doing it? By leveling the in- 
dustries of this vast section of country, ologg - 
ing commerce, throttling trade and sapping 
the sources whence the flowers of this beau - 
tiful valley draw their nourishment. 

All they afm at is the destruction of the 
Knights of Labor. 

They have no public good in view; they are

The Knights are making the same fight 
that their brethren ef the Enginemade, and 
they hope in the end to win. 

All they ask is the same respectful recog- 
nition that is accorded the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers and the Brotherhood 
of Firemen. 

They want their misunderstandings and 
grievances settled in the same easy, simple 
and effective way that the grievances-of these 
other employes are settled—by arbitra- 
tion. 

A LOCOMOTIVE ENGINEER CANNOT BP DIS- 
CHARGED WITHOUT CAUSE; CHARGES MUST BB 
PREFERRED AGAINST HIM AND HE MUST BE GIV- 
EN A FAIR TRIAL BEFORE THE MASTER MECHAN-

The locomotive fireman is protected in the 
same way.

No Freight Moving and No Change 
in the Strike Situation. 


The Missouri Pacific Sends Out 
Two Accommodations. 


—————— 


Plenty of Rumors Flying, but No New 
Incidents of Note. 


The Railroad Officials Meeting—Scenes in 
the Vicinity of the Shops—Startling Ru- 
mors from East St. Louis—A Passenger 
Train Saved from Destruction in Texas— 
News from Points Along the Gould Sys 
tem. 


The most important strike news of the day 
comes from Texas, where there seems to be 
trouble brewing with no little apprehen- 
sion of serious disturbances. At 
Marshall an attempt was made 
this morning to wreck a passenger train, 
but the rail that had been removed forthis 
purpose was discovered a half-hour be- 
fore the train started and thus a ca- 
tastrophe was prevented. The Knights dis- 
claim any connection with the outrage. At 
Austin discharged employes complain that 
they cannot get the wages due them and 
have appealed to the Justices in the hope 
of arriving at a settlement through the courts. 
Attempts have been make to run freight at 
other points, but the attempts have not been 
successful. Other Attempts will be made to- 
day. At Little Rock all freight engines have 
been disabled and it is said the 
engineers and firemen have united in de- 
nouncing the Knights on this account. 
The strikers at Cairo, it is reported, 
‘endeavored to persuade the divers at 
work on the Iron Mountain incline to 
quit work, but the divers refused to listen to 
them. News from a few other points is of 
pretty much the same general tenor, 
and the situation remains undis- 
turbed and as hopeless as it was at the 
beginning. Merchants of St. Joe complain of 
the injury done the stock-jobbing trade, and 
merchants at other places also make com- 
plaint, but do not blame the Knights 
particularly. Locallythere is only slight re- 
lief noticeable. Freight is still im- 
movable, but the Missouri Pacific 
succeeded in getting out its accommodation 
trains. Several rumors have been traveling 
rapidly into and out of this vicinty,but it is not 
possible to ascertain anything definite in re- 
gard to them.

A Frightened Detective. 

There was a slight mob demonstration on 
Scott avenue about 60’ clock last evening which 
caused some excitement but did no damage. 
When the shops elosed for the night several 
workmen went home under the escort of two 
of Furlong’s detectives. A crowd of men 
followed the party along Summit avenue ad- 
dressing abusive epithets tothem. When the 
detectives and workmen entered Scott avenue 
the crowd folio commenced toh an 
to close the gap between the workmen and 
themselves. One of the detectives became 
frightened and fired two shots from his revolv- 
er. The crowd then made a rush for him and he, 
with the workmen and his te detec- 
tive, fled. The detective who did the firing 
was chased down the street and ran into the 
residence of Frank Rivers, a clerk in the 
Missouri Pacifi. freight office. The entrance 
of the detective and cries of the crowd outside 
so frightened Mrs. Rivers that the detective was 
compelled to leave the house. He ran out 
the back way and escaped with only a scare. 


What the Strike Has Cost. 

It is difficult to estimate the amount 
of damage done to the business in- 
terests of this city and of the en- 
tire region tributary to the Southwestern 
system by the present strike. The strike 
has continued now for eleven days on the Mis- 
souri Pacific, during which time scaroely 


any freight has been moved by the railroad. If 
the road had been steadily in operation there 
would have been moved within this time be- 
tween various points, according to a fair esti- 
mate, not less 6,600 tons or 132,000,000 pounds 
of freight, the value of which would be ‘over 
$20,000,000. Of course this freight is not 
actually lost, because much of it is not sh- 
able, but in its geome | station there is 
just as much loss as would occur inthe cutting 
off of that much trade. There is also loss in 
damages to the prope and in shrinkage in 
values which can scarcely be computed. The 
railroad officials estimate that the loss 
to the 8 through damages and 
the expense of ineffectual attempts to oper- 
ate will aggregate not less than $100,000, while 
in revenue which would come into the com- 

any if the strike had not taken place the loss 

s placed at $1,000,000. There et another 
aspect to the situation, which is of interest to 
all classes of citizens engaged in business, 
and this is the amount of money 
which in case of no strike would have 
been disbursed by the railroad to its employes 
for wages and to inanufacturers and dealers 
for materials. This sum is placed at over 
$500,000. If there had been no strike the large 
amount of money now in reserve would have 
been in circulation and would have changed 
hands with profit. 

THE LOSS OF THE EMPLOYES. 

The aspect of the strike is just as serious for 
the strikers. sgn ion | out of the question al- 
together the thousands of employes who have 
lost wages indirectly through the strike by 
the stoppage of trafiic, the loss to the railroad 
employes has been great. The re- 
ports received from eve em- 
ployer of men on the Missouri Pacific 
give the exact situation. The railroad officials 
allege that when the strike commenced there 
were 14,315 men on the pay-rolis, The reports 
which have been received from the employers 
show, they say, that of this number only 3,717 
men are strikers. In consequence of the 
strike there have been 6,08 employes sus- 
pended, because the road cannot be operated, 
and 4,508 men are at work in the various 
branches of service. 

The strike, therefore, has thrown out of 
employment 9,812 men. At a little over $2 per 
day, which, according to the statement of the 
0 3 18 — os the average, about $20,000 
per day are lost in wages, aggregati in the 
eleven days $120,000. — 

There was one singular thing about the fig- 
ures oe the employes, given by the 
railroad officials and this is that the actual 
strikers only number 8,717 men. It is singular 
that this small number of men should check the 
entire operations of the railroad and should 
cause the discharge of neariy double their 
own number. 


A Switch Turned, 

Yesterday, shortly before the 1:25 p.m. Kirk- 
wood accommodation was due to leave, a tele- 
graph operator walking on the track noticed 
afew groups of men walking on the Missouri 


Pacific and Frisco tracks near Uheltenham. 
He regarded their action as suspicious and tele- 
graphed into the city. The train was held 
until the next schedule run, 3:20 p. m. A 
strong detail of regular police were sent out 
onthe train, in addition to the special, and 
Furlong's men in charge. Officers were also 
sent from the mounted station. The train 
passed through the suspected section without 
molestation, and the matter was regarded as a 
scare. 

On the return, however, some trouble was 
experienced. Whenthetrain went out there 
was asmall group of men at Bartold Station, 
and coming back the group had increased to 
They turned the switch to side- 
track the train, butthe engineer noticed that 
something was bhai and stopped the train 
intime to prevent it running on the side- 
track. The crowd abused the en- 
gineer roundly, and Sheriff Allen 
and several deputies, who were guarding 
the train, rushed forward, the Sheriff exclaim- 
ing: I command you in the name of the 
Sheriff of St. Louis County to leave this 
switch.’’ 

These trains can’t run, said one of the 
men. ‘‘You have run the last train that will 
go over this road.’’ 

Sheriff Allen declared that they would run if 
it required every man in the county to pro- 
tectthem. No arrests were made, but the 
switch was turned and the train ran into 
Union Depot without further accidents. 

Engine 219, with Engineer Hull and his regu- 
lar fireman, C. P. Durnell, took out another 
train at 4:30 without difficulty, and another 
accommodation train, guarded by police and 
deputy sheriffs, left 6:20 and returned at 
8:20 b. m. It was stated by an engineer who 
has been running mail trains that the watch - 
men between Sedalia and this city are all on 
— and are keeping the switch lights in good 
order. 


All About a Bottle. 

At noon to-day one of Furlong’s deputies 
came through the lines with an empty soda 
bottle and went to the saloon on the corner 
of Chouteau and Ewing avenues to have it filled 
with something. While inside he incurred the 
entity of man who followed him to the side- 
walk and struck him a blow onthe nose with 
his fist. The example was follewed by one or 
two others. Some of the crowd interfered 
and the police came running from the 
crossing a block distant.

Ready to Strike in East St. Louis. 
A rumor was circulated on Change to 
the effect that the C., B. &Q. switchmen in 
the East St. Louis yards had struck this after- 
noon, thus inaugurating the troubles in East 


St. Louis. This was followed another 
rumor to the effect that the engineers in 
the C., B. & . yards have also quit work, and 
that no freight was being received. A Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter who drove over to the 
O., B. &Q. yards about 2:30 * m. found that 
all these rumors were entirely incorrect. 
Yardmaster Brocker was found in the midst of 
his men and he stated that they had all gone 
to work atl. p.m., and that none of them 
had talked of quitting. ‘‘There are no Knights 
of Labor in these yards,’’ said Mr. Brocker, 
‘fexcept one  switchman. The switch- 
men, however, in all the ards, are 
waiting to hear from that meeting of the 
freight officiaisin St. Louis.

The Engineers’ Sympathy.

It is 
this: The engineers say that Arthur ig con- 
vinced that in case the engineers stand by 
the Knights and refuse to 0 
out the action will result in 
an amalgamation of the locomotive engineers 
with the Knights of Labor when the strike is 
settled, and an extinction of the first body 
as a separate ard distinct organi- 
zation. If this be the case, the engineers 
say, Arthur will undoubtedly lose his position 
and prestige as a consequence, and for this 
reason he took the only action which would be 
a sure protection to himself.

From time to time complaint is heard 
that Congressmen are disposing of the al- 
lotment of Government publications 
which each member receives under the 
law by selling them directly to second- 
hand book dealers and — dealers. The 
scandal gets into the news rs and then 
the ag is stopped for aw ‘ite e. The com- 
mee gina have been heard anew within the 

ast week. Each member of Congress re- 
ceives a certain number of copies of all the 
Government publications, of which 
thousands are sent out from the Govern- 
ment printing office every year. Some of 
the volumes are very valuable, being il- 
lustrated with fine colored plates, expen- 
sive maps, etc. For instance, a report 
of the Ethnological Bureau of the 
Smithsonian Institution, published three 
years ago, is now held at and was sold 
as high as $12 within a month after publi- 
cation. The intention of the law which 
makes these allotmsnts of books to Co 
gressmen,undoubtedly,was that the Colt. 
cations should go to ublic libraries in the 
various States and districts. This is the 
disposition made of them by most mem- 
bers. There are a few, however, who are 
said to sell the publications which thus 
come into their hands. Cases of this kind 
are known to have occurred within the 
last few weeks, one old book dealer hav- 
ing orders from certain members for all 
the publications due them. Of course 
these honorable gentlemen will say that 
their constituents don’t want that kind of 
publications, and that they might as well 
sell them as to have them lie around and 
finally go tothe junk dealer, some one 
else getting the money. However, it is 
very small business for members of Con- 
gress to be engaged in.

Government and Strikes. 
From the Chicago Herald. 

Government fixes rates at which rajjroads 
shall carry freight and passengers. It says 
thata hackman who charges more than the 
fixed schedule for his services shall go to jail. 
It puts elevators and warehouses under the 
supervision of an official board and determines 
the tolls that they shall take. it puts a man 
who beats his horse in prison, and it takes 
away from the heartless parent the maltreated 
child. In many cases Government says what 
shall and what shall not be done with private 
property. Ownership is as secure as it ever 
was, but when it is found that absolute power 
over property tends to injustice and wrong, 
oppression and robbery, Government steps 
in to protect the people, whether it has pre- 
viously granted any concessions to the inter- 
este involved or not. The hackman, the ele- 
vator man, and the warehouseman enjoy no 
public franchises, and yet they are regulated. 
Railroads and all other corporations enjoying 
monopoly privileges, or in receipt of extraor- 
dinary public concessions, have been sub- 
jected to State control as a matter of course. 
These strikes on great railway systems, com- 
prehending thousands of miles of track, 
brought on frequently by stock-jobbers for 
selfish ends, and always resulting in great 
hardship and loss to the people, are as legit- 
imate a subject for governmental considera- 
tion as are pools and combinations, extortions 
and favoritism. 1

evidence of good faith. After Capt. Crawford’s 
death Lieut. Maus, who succeeded to the 
command, proceede4 to San Bernardino, on 
the border, await the arrival of the Indians. 
Since then four of the principal renegade 
chiefs arrived at the camp, and others were 
expected to follow soon after. Gep. Crook 
reports, in a telegram received yesterday, 
that he would leave in a day or two for San 
Bernardino to meetthe Indians and arrange 
for their surrender, :
